Henry St. John, 22-year-old 
“graduate” of three State reforma- 
tories and as elf-admitted holdup 
man, this afternon confessed that 


he was the murderer of Frank W. 
Murphy, who was shot to death 
Thursday in his drug store at 820 
Franklin avenue, 

“Tl can’t stand it any longer-— 
I've got to tell someone about it,” 
St. John told Police Capt. Amrhein, 
for whom he sent this afternoon, 
and to him declared that he killed 
the druggist in an attempted hold- 
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St. John had made no mention 
of the Murphy murder in his ad- 
missiono f 10 holdups in the last 
month, but this afternoon he told 
a turnkey that he had killed Mur- 
phy and that he wanted to tell his 
story in detail, 

Tells Story to Captain, 

White and shaking, he was tak- 
en to Capt. Amrhein’s office, 
where he gave his account of the 
shooting, weeping as he talked. 

‘I was broke,” he said. “I de- 
cided to stick up the drug store. 
There were several people there as 
I went in, so I ordered an ice 
cream soda. Then I ordered an- 
other one, hoping that everybody 
would leave after a while. 

“Pretty soon everybody went out 
but the girl that worked there. I 
got up and walked over to the pro- 
prietor. He had his back turned. 
£-grabbed him by the shoulder and 
turned him around. There was u 
pistol in my hand. 

“* Put up. your hands’ I said. 
‘Walk over to that cash register. 
I mean business.” 

“He started to back up. I was 
sure he was going for his pistol. 
He was nervous. So was I, Some- 
how my pistol went off. I shot 
him. I heard him saying, “Get a 
doctor, get a doctor,’ as I ran out 
of the placc. 

' ‘Escaped on Street Car. 

“At the door Idropped my cap. : 
I picked it up and ran cast to 
Sixth street and then north to Mor. 
gan street. I got on a strect car-~ 
kL don’t know what car—and rode, 
to Market street. There I got off 
and went to my room at 509 South 
Broadway. 

“I cleaned by revolver and threw 
the empty shell behind the firc- 
place. Afterwards I read in the 
papers that Murphy was dead but 
I didn't mind it at first, because 
it said that he had been charged 
with mistreating a 16-year-old girl 
and I didn’t think he could b2 
much good. 

“All the time, though,.I could 
hear him. moaning, ‘Get a doctor, 
get a doctor.” It got me, fianlly. 

I had to tell someone.” 

Policemen who went to St 
John’s room found the _ revoiver 
shell near the fireplace where he 
said he had thrown It. 

Miss Ethel Chappell, 21-year-old 
clerk who witnessed the slaying of 2 
Murphy, said St. John resembled 
the killer, but she was unwilling 
to identify him positively. 

Yesterday St. John made an au- 
tomobile tour of.the city with de- 
tectives and pointed out 10 stores 
from which he declared he had 
taken a total of $267 in holdups in 
the last month. 

He was urrested after hoiding 
up the grocery of Fred and John

avenue, taking $18.28. Fred Rask 
hopped on a delivery truck and 
followed the robber. who was on 
foot, to Broadway and Cerre street, 
where he had him arrested. The .

FIGHTING TO 


BE RESUMED 


Chiang Kai-Shek Agrees to 
Withdraw Troops Several 
Miles From International 
Concession. 


by the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The 
story of what happened at Tsinan 
was received today by the State 
Department from Ernest B. Price, 
United States Consul there, in a 
dispatch dated May 4 at 11 a. m. 
“On the morning of May 3, ai 
about 10 o'clock, there occurred a 
clash between Japanese and N2- 
tionalist troops, the precise cause 


of which is as yet unknown,” Price 
said. 

“General firing from both sides 
then ensued, the Japanese sending 
out armored cars and detachments 
to clear the settlement of Southern 
troops. In the course of the fight- 
ing, which continued with constd- 
erable intensity until 6 p. m. and 
intermittently all night, it is under- 
stood the Japanese employed field 
artillery with which the Chinese 
wireless station was destroyed. 
Both sides suffered casualties, the 
precise extent of which is ag yet 
unknown but which is believed ty 
be heavy. 

“This consulate during the day 
made every effort to persuade both 
sides to cease firing but each side 
claimed that while strict orders 
had been issued to that effect the 
other side continued firing. The 
fact appears to be that units from 
both sides had become isolated and 
that orders could not be gotten 
through but eventually apparently 
the Chinese troops were withdrawn 
from the foreign settlement which 
it is understood is now clear of Na- 
tionalists. : 

“Negotiations between represen- 

tatives in chief, took place last 
night, the principal result of which 
Was apparently thas the National- 
ist troops should be withdrawn 
20 Ii (about seven and a  h»alf 
miles) beyond the border of the 
foreign settlement. 
' The American, British, and 
French consulates have been re- 
quested by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other Chinese organiza- 
tions to mediate but our position 
is, that beyond the use of good 
offices to attempt to persuade both 
gzides to cease actual firing endan- 
gering lives and property of our 
Nationals, we cannot assist in sub- 
sequent negotiations except at the 
request of both sides and under 
specific instructions of our Govern- 
ment. 

“All American lives and proper- 
ty are believed to be safe. Rep- 
resentatives of General Chiang 
called at the consulate last night 
offering us safe conduct to the Na- 
tionalist headquarters which I de- 
clined. They then offered a spe- 
cial police guard for the consulate 
which I accepted. | 

“The German Consul requests 
that the German Minister be in- 
formed that all Germans are safe, 
but that the Nationalist troops loot- 
ed the Stein Hotel,” 

United States Consul Edwin 5S. 
Cunningham, at Shanghai, today 
informed the State Department that 
the local Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs, Huang Fu, now at Tsinan, 
informed him that the American 
Consul and all American nationals 
at Tsinan were safe. Assurances 
were made that American citizens 
were being and will be given full 
protection by the Nationalist mili- 
tary authorities at Tsinan. 


Tokio Orders More Warships to 
Threatened Area. 
By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, May 5.—A message re- 


ceived from ‘Tientsin today said 
that it was officially reported from 
Tsinan that more than 300 Japa- 
nese residents were killed when 
Nationalist forces looted the city. 
There whs no mention of foreign 
casualties and the exact figures of 
Japanese casualties still were un- 
known, 
Government today issued 
further orders for the movement 
of naval vessels to threatened 
areas. 

The largest minelaver, the Toki. 
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wa, was sent from the Sasebo fleet 
base to Tsingtao. 

Four destroyers, which were or- 
dered to Tsingtao yesterday, today 
were instructed to go to Shanghai, 
because of the possibility of trouble 
in Southern China. Three destroy- 
ers now at Tsingtao also were or- 
dered to Shanghai. 

With one exception Japanese 
newspapers were inclined to blame 
the Government for a policy which 
they consider was largely responai- 
ble for the outbreak at Tsinan. 
Nichi Nichi expressed a desire for 
further details before censuring the 
Government. The papers urgel 
that it was important to avoid ex- 
cessive excitement. They expressed 
the belief that the disturbances 
were part of a pre-arranged plot 
to discredit Gen. Chiang Kai-shek. 
Nationalist commander-in-chief, by 
incidents similar to the Nanking 
affair of last year. 

Two destroyers have been or- 
dered to proceed from Tsingtao to 
Chefoo and lLungkow on the 
Shantung Peninsula. This is a pre- 
cautionary measure for the protec- 
tion of Japanese residents of these 
two places where disturbances are 
threatened. 

The Diet passed supplementary 
estimates today amounting to 55,- 
500,000 yen (approximately $27,- 
750,000). These included expenses 
for the Shantung expeditions of 
3,300,000 yen. Another 2,000,000 
probably will be added to the Shan. 
tung amount, 

The Japanese residing at Tsing- 
tao have forwarded the text of a 
strong resolution to leading states- 
men in Japan requesting that dras- 
tic steps be taken to redress the 
attack on Japanese and the massa- 
cre at Tsinan and urging the ne- 
cessity of sinking party differences 
for the purpose of meeting the 
present grave situation. 


3000 Japanese Soldiers Fighting 
Off 40,000 Chinese. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEKIN, May 5.—Besieged in 
Tsinan by 40,000 Nationalist troops 
a small force of 3000 Japanese to- 
day were fighting in defense of the 
foreign quarter, where persons of 
various nationalities have been 
concentrated for their safety. 

Maj. Gen. Toakura, Japanese 
commander, took every available 
man from the Tsingtao garrison 
and was leading a forced march of 
2000 troops along the line of the 
Shantung railway to relieve their 
beleaguered comrades. 

There was no confirmation of 
the loss of any foreign lives other 
than Japanese, but the Japanese 
military wireless stated that the 
troops were protecting other na- 
tionals, From 

The troops from Tsingtao had a 
difficult march of some 200 mil>s 
before them since the railway be- 
tween Tsingtao and Tsinan had 
been systematically destroyed at a 
dozen places. Advices from Tokio 
said the Japanesé military stores 
at Tsingtao were sufficient for 
only a few days, 

There was much conjecture as 
to the effect of the fighting on the 
northward campaign of the Na- 
tionalists, Experts thought it would 
be checked until the trouble with 
Jspan was straightened out. 
Japan has virtually a free hand 
to deal with the situation and it 
was thought that the fighting had 
strengthened to hand of the Jap- 
anese Cabinet in any positive ac- 
tion deemed necessary. 

Attack Premeditated, Say Japanese 
The Japanese command at Tsi- 
nan said that the attack by the Na- 
tionalists was premeditated. They 
asserted that it began simultane- 
ously at many points, that the rail- 
way had been cut to prevent the 
inovement of reinforcements and 
that the Nationalists previously 
had issued grenades in anticipation 
of street fighting. 

The Japanese commander said 
the situation was apparently be- 
yond control of Gen, Chiang Kai- 
shek, commander-in-chief of the 
Nationalists. It was thought that 
his subordinates were trying to dis- 
credit him as they did at the time 
of the Nanking affair of March, 
1927. The first aggressors were 
said to be Hunanese troops under 
Gen. Ho Yao-tsu and it was re- 
called that Hunanese were respon- 
sible for the Nanking outrages, 


Chinese were to withdraw from the 
foreign quarter, but a few hours 
later this was broken, indicating 
that matters were beyond control 
of the Nationalist command. 

Up to that time the Japanese 
troops defending the foreign quar- 
ter to the west of the walled city 
were known to have lost 10 killed 
and 32 wounded. Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Fukada, although unable to 
report accurately, expressed the 
fear that several Japanese civilians 
outside the defended area had been 
} murdered by Nationalists, Gen. 
Fukada’s troops made a forced 
march to reach Tsinan because the 
railway had been cut.- They were 
called upon continuously for 35 
hours to meet continual attacks pv 
enormously superior forces of 
Chinese, 

The Japanese troops were iso- 
lated in two groups to the east 
and west of the efty. It was with 
great difficulty that they repelled 
the infuriated Nationalists by the 
use of machine guns placed on 
hastily flung up . barricades of 
sandbags at key points. Japanese 
accounts of the fighting were sum- 
marized as follows: 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek arrived at 
Tsinan on the morning of May 2. 
He pledged the maintenance of 
order and demanded withdrawal 
of Japanese troops. The Japanese 
removed their barricades and 
withdrew the cordon around the 
international quarter, concentrat- 
ing their soldiers at the consulate. 

At 10:30 o’clock the next morn- 
ing the Natiofialists invaded the 
foreign quarter simultaneously 
from several points and seemingly 
by a prearranged plan. They loot- 
ed Japanese property and when 
the Japanese intervened the Chi- 
nese fired the first shot to which 
the Japanese replied. The battle 
continued throughout the day and 
night, the Chinese firing from win- 
dows and housetops. After a night 
of anxiefy for the defenders the 
firing grew livelicr at daybreak, 


which was later broken.

The House today increased its

In order that conferees on the 
flood control bill might consult with 
President Coolidge early next week, 
the House today delayed action on 
the conference report on the leg. 

It was disclosed yester- 
day that the President felt that the 
conferees had reached their agree- 
ment before he had an opportunity 
to confer with them. He still holds 
the measure is objectionable as it 
now stands. 

To Meet President Monday. 

Chairman Reid of the House 
Flood Control Committee, who had 
planned to present the conference 
report to the Huse today, said the 
meeting between the President and 
the conferees would take place on 
Monday. He did not indicate that 
any program of concessions would 
be made to meet the President’s 
views. 

The farm bill also has passed 
both houses and has entered con- 
ference.

Looking Beyond Repeal. 

Ye the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial onslaught against 

Federal prohibition, you adroitly dis- 
avow any intention to advocate a return 
of the old saloons. You say: “In our 
insistance on the submission to the peo- 
ple of a clear issue of the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment there is not a 
shadow of intention to advocate a re-es- 
tablishment of the old licensed saloons. 
That problem can be met when the vital 
problem of Federal prohibition is set- 
tied.” 

In other words, your contention is that 
the people should be handed the pro- 
verbial pig in a poke; that they should 
have no curiosity or concern as to the 
kind of a pig it is, but should leave that 
question entirely in the hands of the wet 
repealers of Federal prohibition. 

“If liquor is to be sold by any agency, 
governmental or otherwise, where is it to 
be consumed? Inthe home? One ofthe 
criticisms of the present prohibition sit- 
uation is, that there is more drinking in 
the home than when we had saloons. Any 
sales arrangement that does not allow 
liquor to be drunk where bought would 
certainly take it to the home or some- 
where else, 

Would not places for its consumption 
have to be provided, if it is not taken to 
the home? In what respect would these 
places differ from the old saloons? 
Would they not tnevitably tend to disor- 
der? They could never have the stamp 
of respectability placed upon them, and 
would soon becOme open sores in the 
community. 

it seems to me that this pig of repeal 
needs to be taken out of the poke and 
given a very thorough examination. 

Meanwhile, millions of the American 
people fecl that they have expressed 
themselves on the question of prohibi- 
tion, and have no desire further to open 
the question, save with reference to a 
better obedience to our prohibition laws.

It is common | 
to find a man so enmeshed by small loan companies, 
borrowing from one to pay interest to the other, that 
he is hopelessly in debt. |

become worse and worse, principally because the loan | 
shark has had no competition. The banks apparently 
have never been interested fn this type of business. 
though, now that the National City Bank has an- 
nounced its plan, we daresay its lead will be followed. |

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The Important Matter otf 
Bacteria in the Body and 
Essential Facts About Ap- 
pendicitis—Danger of Use 
of Cathartics When That 
Affliction Is Present. 


HE bacterial content of the in- 

testines is a matter of consider- 

able practical importance, In 
the infant at birth the entire gas- 
tro-intestinal canal is sterile, but 
remains so for only a few hours, 
when a number of bacteria appear 
in the faeces, probably having 
gained access to the intestines by 
way of the mouth. However, none 
of these are of the type which later 
make a permanent home in the in- 
testines. About the third or fourth 
day of life, when the mother’s milk 
has been established and is being 
ingested in good quantity, an en- 
tirely different flora appears, most- 
ly of the family called bacillus 
bifidus, an acid-forming organism. 
This persists during the nursing 
period. With the beginning of the 
use of 4 general dict, the character 
of the bacteria in the _ intestines 
again changes, and remains fairly 
constant during the rest of the in- 
dividual’s life, varying somewhat 
with the character of the food eat- 
en, and, of course, being changed 
sometimes by the implantation of 
positively pathogenic organisms, 
such as the dysentery bacillus, and 
the diplococcus recently identfied 
with the production of chronic ul- 
cerative colitis. 

The stomach is nearly always 
free from bacteria, the highly acid 
nature of its contents destroying 
most of them. In the intestine the 
number of bacteria increases pro- 
gressively as we go downward, the 
large intestine swarming with 
them. The stool is normally by 
bulk about one-third bacteria. In 
general there are three or four 
main types, the bacillus coli com- 
munis, as its name implies, being 
the most frequent and regular in- 
habitant of the colon. Gas-form- 
ing Organisms, such as the bacillus 
welchii, or acid-forming ones, such 
as bacillus acidophilus, may occur. 
The predominance of one group or 
another may be affected by chang- 
ing the content of the diet—a pro- 
tein diet favoring the development 
of one sort, a starch diet another. 
The bacillus acidophilus, which has 
recently been exploited as a desir- 
able organism, succeeding to the 
place of Metchnikoff's bacillus bul- 
garicus as the organism to prolong 
. life, is a normal inhabitant of the 
colon, whose increase can be stimu- 
lated by an exclusive lactose or 
milk-sugar diet for a few days. 

So long as the normally ac- 
climatized bacteria are present and 
only inside the intestine, they do 
no harm and “do not produce 
metabolic processes widely at va- 
riance with the well-being of the 
host.” “Toxic or irritating metab- 
olic products tend to arouse the 
antagonism of the host’’ (Kendall), 
and therefore are neutralized or 
destroyed. Some years ago Metch- 
nikoff, the director of the Pas- 
teur Institute in Paris, stirred up 
a great deal of discussion by sug-

That it 
helps cases of constipation and of 
diarrhoea is undoubtedly true, but 
that prolongation of life or even 
any change in the health of nor- 
mal individuals is brought about 
by its use is, of course, a pure hy- 
pothesis. 

The bacteria normally occurring 
in the Intestine may, however, do 
a great deal of harm if they 
happen to get outside. The most 
frequent way of thelr doing this 
is to issue into the peritoneal 
cavity through a  perforation— 
either a perforation of an ulcer of 
the stomach or intestines, or a gun- 
shot wound. From what has been 
said it will be seen that the lower 
down the intestinal tract a perfor- 
ation occurs, the more dangerous 
it is. The stomach containing very 
few organisms, a perforation of its 
wall does not result in peritonitis 
for several days, but the perfora- 
ation of the lower part of the smal! 
intestine or the colon allows highly 
septic material to be thrown out 
into the peritoneum immediately. 
The normal bacteria of the intes- 
tine, the colon bacilli, can also in- 
vade the tonsil-like crypts of the 
appendix, and when the opening 
of the appendix into the colon is 
pinched off, they develop, result- 
ing in appendicitis. The colon 
bacillus may also wander outside 
the intestine by way of a special 
chain of lymph nodes, lighting in 
the pelvis of the kidney and caus- 
ing what is called a colon-bacillus 
pyelitis or a colon bacilluria. 

One of the important generali- 
zations about disease is wrapped in 
this fact that the inside of the di- 
gestive tube and the surface of the 
skin (likewise the nose and throat) 
contain many bacteria, while the 
organs in between, as it were the 
really internal organs, are free 
from bacteria.
